“It is not necessary to be ready for 
the war of tomorrow, but for the w ar 
of today.

Dakotans Delve 
For Gravel Beds 


Bismarck, N. D. (AP).—They’re 
prospecting in North Dakota—not 
for gold, oil or gems—but for gravel, 
so motorists in the state may ride 
in greater comfort. 
Through the hills and over the 
plains, prospectors follow 
a 
trail 
ages old and rich in deposits of 
gravel, crushed by the mass of mov­ 
ing iw in the age of glaciers. 
Trained in the art of gravel-fleld 


detection, these bands of men are 
employed by the state for no other 
purpose. 
Daily they search that 
North Dakota motorists may ride 
more comfortably. 
From their labors has come the 
saving of a fortune for the s ta te - 
more than $1,000,000 in costs of 
gravel. 
Once North Dakota paid from 
five to 25 cents a yard for gravel. 
The cost now is as little as two 
cents a yard, according to J. N 
Roherty, research engineer of the 
state highway commission.
